Councilman Bishop introduced an important measure last night 


bsfore the City Council, in the way of a resolution the carrying out of 
which will mean the reconstruction of Twelfth Street dam. 
The full 


text of the resolution, including the whereases, is as follows: 
"IN THE MATTER OF PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS.'1 


"Whereas, previous1 to the holding of the Party Con- 


ventions of the several Political Parties of the City of 
Oakland, to make nominations for the several offices of 
the City of Oakland, to be voted for at the City Election 
on March Hth, 1901, a petition was circulated and numer- 
ously signed by the prominent citizens and tax-layers of 
said City of Oakland, requesting that each of the several 
Political Parties incorporate in their several platforms a 
resolution, pledging the nominees to UPC their best endea- 
vors to have improved that portion of the intended boule- 
vard known as the Twelfth Street Dam, 
together with the 


land lying South of Twelfth Street, which was deeded to 
the City of Oakland for the distinct purpose of a Public 
Park, to be filled in aud improved—requesting the several 
Political Conventions to pledge their nominees, if elected, 
to cany out said improvements; and 


"Whereas, each of the Political Conventions. to-wit:t he 


Republican, Democratic and Municipal League did, by 
unanimous vote, so pledge their nominees, by stringent 
resolutions, so presented and adopted, and which resolu- 
tions were duly published, and vrere indorsed by the voters 
of all parties : 


"Now, 
therefore, in consideration of the virtually 


unanimous request of the electors of the said City of Oak- 
land, as expressed in said Petitions of the electors of said 
City, this Council, and all City Officials, are in duty 
bound to carry out the expressed will and voice of the 
people; therefore be it 


"Resolved, that this Council is in duty bound to carry 


out, to the fullest extent possible, the expressed wishes of 
the people in the matter of this special improvement, so 
far as it can do so, as the first, great public improvement 
demanding their consideration and action. 


"Resolved, that in addition to the annual tax levy for 


other municipal purposes, there shall be assessed and 
levied upon the taxable property of this municipality the 
sum of fifteen cents upon each one hundred 'dollars there- 
of, for the maintenance and improvement of its Public 
Parks and Boulevards, and the revenue so obtained shall 
be paid into the Park and Boulevard Fund, to be hereafter 
established, under the provisions of Section 4 of an Act 
entitled "An Act to enable Incorporated Cities and Coun- 
ties and 'Cities' and 'towns,' to Acquire, Maintain and 
Improve Public Parks and Boulevards," approved March 
19,1889—Statutes of 1889 of the State of California, page
